treated Canada’s views with respec' 
to immigration like “n scrap of pap 
er” and the Member would therefor 
have the legislation wiped ou‘.

THE CENSUS SCHEDULES 
The schedules used in the Census 
are six in number dealing respective’y 
with: (1) Population, (2) Agriculture, 
(3) Live Stock, fruit growing, etc. 
in towns, (4- Merchandising and Ser¬ 
vice Establishments, (5) Blindness 
and Deaf-Mutism, and (6» Institu¬ 
tions (penal, mental and neurological, 
cht’d-caring, homes for adult*, ’hospi¬ 
tals, sanatoria, dispensaries, clinics 
day nurseries.) Merely to state the 
questions asked on these would be 
impossible here. The population 
schedule carries sonic forty columns, 
recording for each person the name, 
family, kind of dwelling, age; sex; 
conjugal condition, birthplace, citizen 
ship or nationality; racial origin, lan¬ 
guage, religion, education; occupa¬ 
tion- unemployment, etc., etc. in all 
accessary detail. To meet the pres¬ 
sing demand for facts regarding the 
number of unemployed and the reas 
on* therefor, a number of emotions

matter. Though the name cf each per 
son is taken down this is ro l . for t ie 
purpose of associating the irdividua’ 
with any of U 12 facts that arc re¬ 
corded, but merely as a check cn th? 
ascuray of the enumeration. ‘The Con 
sus is first and last for statistical 
ourposes and eannct be made the 
basis of any direct administrative ac¬ 
tion. Let it a 1 so be nctod tbat rensu” 
enumerators are required to use 
courtesy and tact in collecting the 
information, though refusal t answer 
a census question is penalized by 
statute. . 


I' urthennore, it bus nothing whatever to do with tr.xation, or military 
service, or compulsory school attendance, or immigration, or any such 
matter; and the government itself cannot use it except for statistical 
totals. 

The Government representative will put the san c questions to all, 
and it is your duty as a resident of ibis country to answer promptly and 
truthfully. The Government is very anxious to avoid forcing anyone to 
answer these questions, hut it is empowered to do id in the few casco 
where individuals may refuse.
